One Man Killed and Others Injured in 


Washington, Nov. ll.—The King of 
Sweden and Norway, Oscar II., has 
been chosen 
by treaty between the 
United Staten- and Great Britain as the 
fifth official arbitrator of the Venezue­ 
lan boundary question. The other ar- 
oitrators, four in number, are to he 
designated, two by the lord chief jus­ 
tice of England and two by the chief 
justice of the United States. 
This is the final and most important 
feature of the treaty for the complete 
adjustment of the long-pending Vene­ 
zuelan controversy. 
The treaty was 
concluded in Washington Monday night 
at the British embassy, Sir 
Julian 
Pauncefote representing her Brittanic 
majesty and Secretary Olney the United 
States. 
Although Lord Salisbury’s statement 
at his Guildhall speech Monday night 
was without details, it is possible to 
give all of the essential features of the 
treaty. 
The main point, as 
already 
stated, is that King Oscar II., whose 
full title is “King of Sweden and Nor­ 
w ay, the Goths and Vandals,” is the 
fifth or decisive 
arbitrator. 
It was 
deemed best to make this choice rather 
than to leave it to the selection of the 
four arbitrators. The latter are assured 
of being men of eminent judicial at­ 
tainment, as their choice is left entire­ 
ly to the judiciary of the respective 
countries. 
The other essential feature of the 
treaty is that fifty years actual posses­ 
sion is to constitute title. 
W ith this 
limitation as to the settled districts, 
the entire sweep of Venezuela boundary 
is placed in the hands of the court of 
arbitration.

Venezuela, and the question of general 
arbitration between the United States 
and Great Britain is left to future ne­ 
gotiations.
